disciplinary action including imposition of fine, suspen 
sion and expulsion as it may deem fit , after giving tho 
party an opportunity of being heard in the matter. With 
a view to restricting the use of the non - transferable spe 
cific delivery contracts only for the purpose of giving or 
taking actual delivery of goods and with a view to ensur 
ing uniformity in dealing with cases of failure to give or 
take delivery , the Board of Directors may frame suitablo 
rules under this Bye - law with the concurrence of the 
Forward Markets Commission . 

(9 ) ( a ) The Board of Directors of the Exchango 
may with the approval of the Commission require at 
any time and from time to time, the buyer or the seller 
or both to deposit , in the interest of the trade, margins 
in respect of their outstanding non -transferable specific 
delivery contracts at the Association at such rates as may 
be fixed by the Board . 

(b ) The Forward Markets Commission may , in the 
interest of the trade or in public interest, exercise tho 
power contained in clause ( a ) above . 

( 10 ) No member shall enter into any non -transfer 
able specific delivery contract for groundnut or ground 
nut oil otherwise than on the terms and conditions pres 
cribed under these Bye - laws. Nothing contained in this 
Bye - law shall apply to a non - transferable specific delivery 
contract for groundnut or groundnut oil entered into on 
the terms and conditions prescribed in the Bye - laws of 
another recognised association between members of that 
association or through or with any such member . 

( 11 ) Any non - transferable specific delivery contract 
entered into for groundnut or groundnut oil which at the 
date of the contract is in contravention of the provisions 
of any of the Bye -laws ( 4 ) , (5 ), ( 6 ) , ( 7 ) and ( 10 ) shall 
be illegal under the provisions of Section 15 ( 3A ) of tho 
Forward Contracts (Regulation ) Act, 1952 . 

( 12 ) The delivery period , delivery centres, quantity , 
and quality specifications in respect of non -transferable 
specific delivery contract shall be as specified in the res 
pective contract.
